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Gov. Edwards addresses students at Tech rally

The temperature outside may 
have been cold last Wednesday, but 
inside an auditorium at Louisiana 
Tech tempers were hoi. 

Approximately 1,000 people, 
mostly college students, attended a 
forum at which Gov. Edwin 
Edwards and eight state legislators 
discussed the recent cuts in higher 
education and a failed amendment 
on the Nov. 3 ballot which, if 


passed, might have alleviated some 
of those cuts. 

The forum was organized by 
Tech SGA president, Mike Hollis, 
who said, "We've expressed our 
concern, let’s now sit down together 
and come up with a solution." 

Edwards was quick to tell the 
audience what could nave prevented 
the problem. He blamed those who 
didn't vote for the lottery when he 
first presented it to the voters in 
1987. 

"We are now six years late, but at 
least now we have it," he said. 


Edwards denied allegations from 
audience members that the lottery 
money is not going towards educa¬ 
tion. 

"Every nickel went into educa¬ 
tion," he said. "It isn't dedicated* but 
that’s iirelevanL" 

He also addressed the amend¬ 
ment which was voted down 60 to 
40 percent. If it had passed, the 
amendment would have allowed the 
governor and legislature to make 
cuts in dedicated funds, instead of 
just in the undedicated funds of 
higher education and health care. 


If you analyze what happened 
yesterday (election day), it means 
the people of this state are unwilling 
to make tough decisions for them¬ 
selves," Edwards said. ’The amend¬ 
ment wouldn't have solved the prob¬ 
lem, but it would have made it easi¬ 
er and helped higher education . .. 
not one of the parishes (in North¬ 
west Louisiana) passed it." 

Midway through the forum, the 
governor said the forum was the 
people’s opportunity to tell the legis¬ 
lators what they want done. One 
angered student stood up and said, 
"I'm just a student and we don't 
know what to do, tell us exactly 
what you want us to do, governor!" 

Edwards answered, "Give me the 
power to raise taxes, revenue and 1 
will, but I have to have two-thirds 
maity from the legislature." 

Many university across Lhe state 
have presented the governor with 
petitions requesting he call a special 
session of the legislature to do 
something about the cuts. Edwards 
said he is willing to do whatever it 
taks to find a solution to the prob¬ 
lem. 

"I am prepared to step up to the 
gavel and put my poli tical career on 
the block to solve the problem," he 
said. "If you thought that when I sat 
down to do this (make the cuts in 
higher education) that I was wring¬ 
ing my hands with glee... then you 
have not yet benefited from your 
education." 

He promised to sign whatever 


plan the legislators come up witf. 
provided it is in accordance wit 
what the general public wants. 

Sen, Foster Campbell (Bossie 
City) wants a processing tax on ai 
oil and gas that comes throug 
Louisiana pipelines. He predicts 
that this would provide more tha 
S600 million in revenue, 

"It will not go through without 
fight and will probably be con teste 
in court, but I think it will hold up 
Campbell said. 

Sen. Randy Ewing (Fusion > 
agreed with Campbell's proposal 
and said that it would take the bur¬ 
den oil the faltering oil industry. 

"This (proposal) would recrea* * 
13,000 jobs and remove the burde 
to a broader base of all that whit 
comes through Lhe state," Ewir 
said. 

Edwards also said that the state. 
economy has retied too heavily -, i 
the oil business and said the higher 
education cuts are the result of this. 
He said the only solution is for the 
legislature to come together. 

"I can't raise taxes, I can't do 
universities, but that’s what is gorir 
to happen if the legislature doeso 
come together on some kind of pro¬ 
gram,” Edwards said. "What you 
have experienced is nothing, nom 
ing to what universities and collcg 
are going to experience if we face . 
$600 million shortfall in next yea. 
budget." 


Library open on Sundays, 
thanks to local law firm 


Chancellor pushes for special session; 
no new funds could mean closing doon

Anne Carmody and 153 other 
people used the library Nov. 1, the 
first Sunday the library was open 
since budget x;uts forced it to close 
on weekends. 

Library hours were shortened 
after budget cuts resulted in 
$670,000 being cut from LSUS 1 
1992-93 budget. The library was 
closed from 12:30 p.m, Friday to 
7:30 a.m. Monday. 

Dr. Laurene Zaporozhetz, direc¬ 
tor of the library, compared turnstile 
statistics from past semesters to 
determine when the library was 
used the most 


Chancellor John Darling said the 
library will remain open on Sundays 
this semester as long as student 
demand is there. Money donated 
from the law firm of Cook, Yancey, 
King and Galloway has made it pos¬ 
sible to open the library for several 
Sundays from 1-5 p.m. 

Darling said other businesses 
have expressed an interest in help¬ 
ing out LSUS in this financial 
crunch. 

Turnstile numbers showed that 
154 were in the library Nov, 1, 
"That's normal for this lime of 
year," Zaporozhetz said. The num-

LSUS Chancellor John Darling 
showed disappointment after it 
appeared that the unnumbered 
amendment on the Nov. 3 ballot that 
would have given Gov. Edwin 
Edwards the authority to cut up to 
10 percent of constitutionally pro¬ 
tected funds would fail. 

"Our next step then, is to try to 
persuade the ... governor to call a 
special session of the legislature," in 
order to find additional revenue 
sources for higher education. Dar¬ 
ling said. 


Darling anticipates that LSUS 
may face another two to three per¬ 
cent budget cut again next semester. 
But he said that is small potatoes 
compared to what could happen 
next year. 

"The most critical issue, believe 
it or not, is not this year's funding, 
but next year's funding," he said. 

1l has been projected that 
Louisiana could face a $600 to $700 
million shortfall next year, which 
could translate into another $300 to 
$350 million cut taken by higher 
education. Darling said that cut 


would be seven times worse th 
what has happened this year. 

"Close to half of the budget of 
higher education could be affec r 
next year," he said. 

As it stands now, LSUS's ove JR 
budget equals approximately ? 
million, $11 million of which cor . 
directly front the ante. Darling s. x 
if next year's cuts are as bad a 
anticipated, S5 million of the ove 
budget could be wiped out, poss 1 
meaning that LSUS would havu 
dose its doors. 

"This is very, very, very seriou 
he said.

program/’ Raines said in a recent 
letter to student leaders, 

Raines said that Taylor had been 
highly recommended by former 
employers and that everyone on the 
hiring committee had liked her, 

"Our loss is that university's 
gain," Raines said. 

Allison DcFaita, Student Activi¬ 
ties Board president, who was on 
die selection committee which hired 
Taylor, said she was also very disap¬ 
pointed, "because we'd heard a lot 
of good things about her. But, we 
can understand her position, 1 ' 

”1 Lhink she's (Taylor) smart/ 
SAB member Ann Marie Salvucci 
said. "If I had the job and 1 heard 
about all this garbage going on in 
this stale, I wouldn't come cither." 

Raines said she hopes to have the 
position filled by this summer. A 
new committee will be formed and 
the position will be advertised.

Part-timers student activity fee may be raised

Negotiations arc currently under¬ 
lay with Chancellor Darling to 
make the student activities fee a flat 
ate of $45 for both full-time and 
?an-timc students, Student Govern- 
lent Association president, Joel 
lorgan, said recently. But Darling 
aid last week that he has no intern 
on of enforcing any such change al 
this lime. 

A' the present lime, full-time stu¬ 
dents (any student taking 11 or more 
. ours) pay $45 each; pan lime stu¬ 
dents pay $15 to $40, depending on 
ie amount of hours taken. 

Darling said that most students 
are part-time students, and he docs- 
n\ think it's fair for a person taking 
only one class to pay $45, Accord¬ 


ing to the enrollment figures for this 
fall, of the undergraduate students 
2,617 are full-time and 1,400 arc 
part-time; of the graduate students 
45 arc full-time and 603 are part- 
time. 

Dr, Gloria Raines, vice-chancel¬ 
lor of student affairs, said this issue 
has been in discussion for many 
yean. 

"I think every student ought to 
pay $45/’ Raines said. "The prob¬ 
lem with that is the part-time stu¬ 
dent who only takes one course and 
doesn't participate in anything, 
doesn't think that's fair. We need to 
be fair and make sure that those 
part-time students' voices are 
heard," 

A bill was passed last December 
by the SGA Senate which con¬ 
cerned changing the fees, but, at the

lime, the SGA simply wanted to 
lower the amount full-time students 
pay and raise the amount pan-time 
students pay. This would not fulfill 
the need for extra revenue created 
by the budget cuts. 

However, Dale Kaiser, President 


Pro Tempore of the SGA Senate, 
who wrote the bill, said that the bill 
can be interpreted as it was original¬ 
ly or that every student should pay 
$45. 

"It can go either way ... I delib¬ 
erately left that open/ he said. 

However, the SGA cannot decree 
that the fee be changed. 

"They arc a recommending body, 
not a decision making body/' Dar¬ 
ling said. 

In order for the proposal to be 
enforced, the SGA needs both Dar¬ 
ling and the Board of Supervisor's 
approval. 

"Perhaps when I can show him 
(Darling) thta it is really a good idea 
for the benefit of all, maybe, he'll 
change his position on it/ Morgan 

said. 

If the fee was changed to a fiat 


$45, Raines said either tuiti( 
would have to go up for pan-tin 
students or more of part-time st 
dents' tuition would have to go in 
student activities fees. 

Raines said that because of tl 
budget cuts, the latter option is m 
probable. Another tuition hike wi 
not be popular, because "we'i 
already stuck it to the students/’ , 

However, she said, "I'm m 
giving up on iL" 

If the bill is enforced, she kno^ 
where she'd like the money to t 
spent 

"I think where we need to put t 
extra money and where we're hu 
mg is in student entertainment/ s 
said. 

She said she'd like the amount \ 
money spent in this area to be do 
bled.

Be creative in your search for sources of aid |

The key to paying for college not 
mly lies in how diligently one 
arches for sources of aid, but also 
r/how the student handles the 
. >pon si bill ties associated with iL 
Ed Chase, director of financial 
J, urges students to be creative in 
eir search for sources of aid, but 
ims against paying fees to agen- 
s thaL provide that service. 

'T do not recommend sending 
nicy to agencies that claim they 


will send you a list of sources of 
aid/ he said. "That's a bunch of 
junk, because all they have to do is 
send you a list of five sources of 
federal aid and they've fulfilled the 
requirement" 

"Any agency that guarantees get¬ 
ting you any kind of scholarship is 
worth worrying about/ he contin¬ 
ued. "Some of them are so bold as 
to send bulletins to financial aid 
offices to hand out to students/ 

Chase nxommeucLs um students 
consult theix department heads, par¬ 
ents 1 employers, or even die library 
for scholarship and grant informa¬ 
tion, in addition lo the financial aid 
office. 

Anodic aj upiiun is a 


loan. However, Chase advised that 
students be on the lookout for loan 
offers from companies that sell 
insurance and annuities, 

"You don’t have to deal with 
those kinds of companies, Thcrc are 
a number of banks wilting to make 
student loans with no strings 
attached, and at some, you don't 
even have to be a customer/ he 
said. 

An alternative to a bank is Uncle 
Sam. Starting 1994-95, the federal 
government will function as a direct 
lender to students in a program initi¬ 
ated by die reauthonzarion of the 
Higher Education Amendments of 
1992. The program wifi start on a 
Hoi basts, and it successful* would 


replace the Guaranteed Student 
Loan. 

The Federal Direct Loan Pro¬ 
gram essentially cuts out a guaran¬ 
tee program by an outside lending 
institution. 

"In the long run, it remains to be 
seen how much will be passed on to 
the students in terms of interest/ 
said Chase. "Right now it seems to 
be the same as the amount on a 
Stafford Loan." 

While obtaining a student loan 
may be easy enough, paying it off 
can be a different matter. Some stu¬ 
dents make the mistake of borrow¬ 
ing too much money, and later find 
themselves unable to pay it back.

LSUS* default rate has inereas 
from three percent to eleven p 
cent. Chase said that the Finanti 
Aid Office plans to take a hard lo 
at controlling the amount of aid J 
which applicants arc approved. 

The penalties for default a 
tough, and can literally ruin on 
credit rating. Ultimately, the loan 
turned over to a collection aged 
which can increase the amount to 
paid back from one-third to one-h 
the original amount. In extrei 
cases, wages are garnished and 1 
returns arc withheld.

Shaw readies ‘playoff calibur’ 
team for a winning season

Coach Leon Shaw said forget 
about last season, forget about last 
year's 10-22 record, and don't even 
worry about how many wins the 
team will record this year. Shaw 
only has one goal for his men's bas¬ 
ketball team this season and that is 
the playoffs. 

According to Shaw, this year has 
brought some pleasant changes to 
his team and his chances of produc¬ 
ing a playoff-calibur team. The Pilot 
basketball team began practice on 
Sept. 27, and have since played sev¬ 
eral scrimmages to ready them¬ 
selves for their season epener which 
was played Nov. 7 against the Uni¬ 
versity of Dallas at Dal las. 

Shaw and Asst. Coach, David 
Geer, feel that this year's pre-season 
has been more valuable to the team 
than previous years. There are cur¬ 
rently 18 players on the roster, 10 
more than at any point last year. 


Shaw considers the addition of these 
players to be an important factor to 
the practice sessions. Not only does 
he feel the competition for the posi¬ 
tions has helped the team play, but 
he said the extra people "allow us to 
play intra-squad and a lot of differ¬ 
ent size and speed combinations." 

Another important factor in what 
Shaw considers an ever-improving 
team is the return of the entire start¬ 
ing five players and four lettermen 
from last year's team. 

Arthur Hicks, Chad McDowell, 
Mark McGary, Chan Hearron and 
Chris Lovell are all returning 
starters, while Billy Mott and Der¬ 
rick Green are returning lettermen 
from last year. 

Hicks led the team in scoring last 
year while averaging 22 points per 
game. McGary led all rebounders 
with 7 per game. 

“These guys are going to provide 
leadership for the rest of the team, 
because they’ll know what to 
expect," Shaw said. 


McGary, last year's starting cen¬ 
ter, has especially impressed Shaw 
this year. 

"He's moving and shooting well, 
but he's also playing with a lot more 
confidence." Shaw said. 

In addition to the returning play¬ 
ers, there are some outstanding new 
faces on the team. Trey Bcrgerct, a 
5-foot-11-inch freshman from Byrd 
High School, is playing well at the 
guard position, while two Bossier 
Parish Community College trans¬ 
fers, Anthony Gaines (6-foot-5- 
inch) and Daryl Adams (6-foot-2- 
inch) have been added, as well as a 
group of other talented players. 

While Shaw feels this will be the 
best Pilot team yet, he doesn't know 
whether that will translate into more 
wins. His goal is the playoffs and 
you can bet that he'll win as many 
games as he needs to achieve that 
goal.

New course will provide students with 
better health communications skills

Even in the midst of budget cuts, 
a new communications class for 
pre-med, pre-nursing or those in 
allied health science will be offered 
in the spring. 

” Introduction to Health Commu¬ 
nications" {comm 490 for now) will 
be taught by Dr. Charlene Handford 
next semester. 

Dr. Hand ford, who already teach¬ 
es several communication classes, 
felt the need to offer a class for 
those in the medical profession. 
After going to several doctors with 
bad bed-side manners, she sees that 
some have poor communication 
skills. 

As stated in the syllabus, the pri¬ 
mary objective of the course is, "to 
provide as many opportunities as 
possible for the student to practice a 
ariciy of oral communication skills 
which are necessary in relating to 


patients, colleagues, and the general 
public." 

The thrust of the assignments 
will involve students taking on roles 
much like those they will assume in 
their profession. They will appear 
on a video, present an informative 
speech, present a lecture, act as a 
medical team faced with a problem, 
interview a patient and present a 
paper. 

Dr. Handford warns that this is 
not a Mickey Mouse course. 

"I believe this will be a practical 
course as well as fun and interest¬ 
ing," Handford said, "ft will be 
hard, but most students in these pro¬ 
fessions are smart and if you tell 
them what to do, they do it. It will 
also look good on a resume or tran¬ 
script." 

Dr, Handford said that die Office 
of Academic Affairs and the Col¬ 
lege of Liberal Arts have been very 
supportive of the course.

LSUS, LSU Medical Center agrees 
that the course will be an excellent 
chance for pre-med sLudcnts to learn 
the basic skills before coming to the 
Med Center. 

"The course is a good thing. It 
will offer a wide spectrum of abili¬ 
ties to be learned," Dr. Scott 
Kennedy, assistant dean of LSUMC 
said, "It will be a chance for stu¬ 
dents to build these skills so when 
they come over here, they can com¬ 
municate better." 

The course will be offered in the 
spring as Comm. 490, but sopho¬ 
mores can take it if they obtain per¬ 
mission from Dr. Alisa Coleman, 
Chair of the Department of Commu¬ 
nications. 

It will count as a 300 or above 
level class now, but later will be 
changed to a 200 level class. The 
only prerequisite is a college-level 
speech class.
